\ Annual Report as required by the Criminal Code of Canada, 
Section 178.22, 1980. 


Section 178.22 of the Criminal Code has to do with procedures 
relating to the authorization of electronic surveillance and other 
investigative devices by approved agents. 


The Report provides statistics on the procedures involved, the 
number of authorizations issued, the methods of interceptions 
involved, the convictions resulting from the investigations and the 
effectiveness of the interceptive methods in gaining those convic- 
tions. A number of appendices collating the relevant statistics 
follows. 


\ Annual Report as required by Section 16 (5) of the Official 
Secrets Act, 1980. 


The Official Secrets Act requires that the Solicitor General submit 
an Annual Report giving the number of warrants issued under the 
Official Secrets Act; the Report (in this case covering 1980) men- 
tions the length of time the warrants were operational, the methods 
of interception adopted (wiretapping, eavesdropping by 
microphone, examination of written messages outside the normal 
mail service system, etc.).

)' Clemency Review: Issues Paper, 1981. 


The Solicitor General of Canada has initiated a comprehensive 
review of the federal government’s clemency powers: the Royal 
Prerogative of Mercy, Sections 683 and 685 of the Criminal Code, 
and the Criminal Records Act. 


Ultimately, the Solicitor General will go to Parliament with a series 
of recommendations and amendments to the current legislation 
that will contribute to more effective and equitable systems of 
clemency in Canada. 


f Focus on Firearms. A newsletter of the Firearms Policy Centre 


In general, the newsletter is intended to provide a forum for the 
exchange of news and events of interest to individuals, organiza- 
tions and government agencies dealing with firearms use, safety 
and control. 


More specifically, the newsletter’s objectives are to promote the 
safe use of firearms; create a better understanding of the firearms 
legislation; and improve awareness of other levels of responsibil- 
ity, programs and activities related to firearms use and control. 


¥ Gun Control: A Guide for Businessmen who Deal in Firearms 
and Ammunition (Cat. No.: JS22-46/1978). 


This pamphlet covers all aspects of gun control as they apply to 
dealers in firearms and ammunition. The Criminal Law Amend- 
ment Act of 1977 saw extensive changes to regulations in this 
area. Details covered include: the business permit system, the 
Firearms Acquisition Certificate System, offences related to sales, 
storage and display of firearms, and additions to the list of re- 
stricted and prohibited firearms.

J Gun Control in Canada: Working Together to Save Lives 


(Cat. No.: JS22-44/1978). 


The 1977 Criminal Law Amendment Act saw many important 
changes in regulations concerning the possession of firearms. 
This pamphlet delineates the objectives of gun control in Canada: 
the eradication of criminal and irresponsible use of firearms. 


New regulations affecting the ownership of guns by responsible 
hunters and target shooters are listed. A major change is the 
Firearms Acquisition Certificate System, making mandatory the 
possession of a valid certificate by all persons wishing to obtain 
firearms. An up-to-date list and definition of prohibited and re- 
stricted weapons is provided. There is a review of police powers of 
search and seizure as well as guidelines on the use of firearms by 
minors. Rights and procedures for appealing a decision on permits 
are outlined; and there is an extensively revised list of offences and 
penalties related to gun control. 


Mandatory Supervision: A Discussion Paper. Report of the 
Committee on Mandatory Supervision, March 1981. 


The Committee on Mandatory Supervision was comprised of 
members drawn from the National Parole Board, the Correctional 
Service of Canada and the Solicitor General Secretariat. Its 
purpose was‘to evaluate the effectiveness of Mandatory Supervi- 
sion and to make appropriate recommendations.” The report of 
the Committee was presented to the Solicitor General in March 
1981. 


Ministerial Statements, Agenda, Communiqué and Other Re- 
lated Documents: Federal-Provincial Conference of Ministers 
Responsible for Criminal Justice, Ottawa, October 25-26, 
1979. 


This publication contains all the documents used at the first meet- 
ing of federal and provincial ministers with responsibilities within 
the criminal justice system. Papers given by various Ministers and 
officials supporting each agenda item are included. Items on the 
Conference agenda were: Criminal Code Review, Law Enforce- 
ment Reform, Criminal Prosecutions, Role of the RCMP, 
Accountability and Cost Sharing, Canadian Human Rights Act, 
National Task Force on the Administration of Justice, Federal 
Legislation Intentions, Family Legal Aid, Split in Jurisdiction in 
Corrections, Duplication and Overlap in Administration of Justice 
and in Corrections. 


J Solicitor General’s Study of Conditional Release. Report of the 
Working Group, March 1981 (Cat. No. JS42-8/1981). 


On July 6, 1981, the Solicitor General of Canada, the Hon. Bob 
Kaplan, tabled in the House of Commons the report of a Ministry 
study into all forms of conditional release from federal penitentia- 
ries. The programs dealt with in the report are: temporary absence, 
day parole, full parole, earned remission and mandatory super- 
vision. 


The Young Offenders Act — Highlights (Cat. No.: 
JS42-7/1981). 


On February 16, 1981, Bill C-61 entitled “An Act respecting young 
offenders and to repeal the Juvenile Delinquents Act” was intro- 
duced in the House of Commons. 


This brochure highlights in some 20 pages the main aspects of the 
proposed legislation. The Act’s approach blends three principles: 
that young people should be held more responsible for their be- 
haviour but not wholly accountable because they are not yet fully 
mature; that society has a right to protection; that young people 
have the same rights to due process of law and fair and equal 
treatment as adults, and that these rights must be guaranteed by 
special safeguards. 
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sd Annual Report 1979-1980 (Cat. No.: JS1-1980) 


Each year, the Communication Division of the Ministry Secretariat 
produces the Annual Report of the Ministry of the Solicitor 
General. 


The report includes sections on the Secretariat, the Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police, the National Parole Board and The Correc- 
tional Service of Canada. 


v The Criminal in Canadian Society: A Perspective on Correc- 
tions (Cat. No.: JS22-30/1973). 
Published for the Ministry of the Solicitor General by Supply & 
Services Canada (reprinted 1976). Price: $2.25; other countries, 
$2.70. 


A discussion paper prepared for the Federal/Provincial Confer- 
ence on Corrections (December 1973). Emphasis throughout is on 
the interdependence of the different parts of the criminal justice 
system. While the facts presented are drawn from the federal 
experience, the major argument is that federal concerns need to 
be merged with provincial and municipal contributions to achieve 
more coordinated strategies. The range of topics dealt with covers 
the decline in police clearance rates, changing social attitudes to 
“victimless crimes,” the effectiveness of pre-sentencing proce- 
dures, and the parole supervision of offenders. 


The text is complemented by 24 colour charts based on research 
by the National Parole Service, the Statistics Division of the 
Ministry of the Solicitor General, and Statistics Canada; a 
bibliography is provided. 


Criminal Justice Films (Cat. No.: JS22-53/1980). 


An inventory of 450 films pertaining to the criminal justice system, 
this document, prepared by the Audio-Visual services of the Divi- 
sion, lists most of the sources of such films in Canada. Films are 
listed under subject and alphabetical order with a cross-listing 

of sources. French language titles are incorporated in the listing. 


Asummary of the content of each film is given, along with details of 
title, date of release, length, language and producer. Service 
charges are given where applicable. Films listed include treatment 
of such subjects as: Alcoholism, Bomb Threats, Capital Punish- 
‘ment, Child Abuse, Corrections, Crime on the Streets, Crime 
Prevention, Criminal Court, The Criminal Mind, Drugs, Family 
Court, Firearms, Fraud, History of the RCMP, Human Reactions, 
Juveniles, Law, Parole, Police Training, Policing, Politics, Rape, 
Road Safety and Terrorism. 
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Liaison. A Monthly Journal for the Criminal Justice System (ISSN 
0703-9700). 


Liaison is produced once a month by the Communication Division 
of the Secretariat, Ministry of the Solicitor General. It has a circula- 
tion of over 11,000 copies monthly in Canada, the United States 
and abroad. 


The magazine keeps practitioners informed of developments, 
trends and innovations in the fieid of criminology and in the criminal 
justice system as a whole. 


J Response of the Solicitor General to the Parliamentary Sub- 
Committee Report on the Penitentiary System in Canada 
(Cat. No.: JS22-39/1977). 


In 1977, a Parliamentary Sub-Committee on the Penitentiary 
System in Canada made an exhaustive examination of the Cana- 
dian penitentiary system. The Committee’s work culminated with 
the publication of a report to Parliament. This publication is the 
official response from the Solicitor General. 


The 65 recommendations of the Committee are reproduced, as is 
the Solicitor General’s position and the action which has been or 
will be taken on each of the recommendations. 


The Solicitor General accepted, either fully or in part, 53 of the 65 
recommendations. In cases outside the jurisdiction of the Solicitor 
General, the departments or agencies responsible were asked to 
analyze the situation and report accordingly. Where the Minister 
reserved his position, the response explains the concerns that 
dictated further consideration.

Community Involvement in Criminal Justice. Report of the 
Task Force on the Role of the Private Sector in Criminal Justice 
(Cat. No.: JS22-40/1977). 


The Task Force Report is a review of current practices of citizen 
involvement in the Canadian criminal justice system and contains 
numerous recommendations for their further development. 


Volume One of the Report is a survey of the historical background 
and present circumstances of private organizations in the criminal 
justice system. It evaluates the efficacy of current funding 
practices of private organizations, and recommends that in the 
future “minimal standards” of organizational management and 
program operation be insisted upon as prior conditions for a grant. 


Volume Two, a compendium of the reports submitted to the Task 
Force by the Federal and Provincial Work Groups, and Volume 
Three, a collection of the briefs submitted, are out of stock. 


~ Community Kit for the Development of an Adult Diversion 


Program, 1979. 


The purpose of this kit is to “help communities develop projects 
which can be used by their justice officials as an alternative to 
court; and to engage communities in the development and man- 
agement of alternative responses to the illegal behaviour of 
adults.” 


Diversion is the term used to describe the program offered as an 
alternative to court proceedings. Briefly, it gives the offender an 
opportunity to voluntarily settle for an offence through a com- 
munity-based program. Settlement can be achieved either by 
compensation to a victim or through community service work. 


The nine-section kit provides the information necessary to a com- 


munity group to set up and understand the objectives, require- 
ments and responsibilities involved in a diversion program. 
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Native Peoples and Justice. Reports on the National Conference 
and the Federal-Provincial Conference on Native Peoples and the 
Criminal Justice System, both held in Edmonton, Feb. 3-5, 1975 
(Cat. No.: JS22-32/1975). 


The incarceration of a disproportionate number of Canada’s native 
peoples provides the focus for this report of discussions among 
native representatives, Cabinet ministers and government of- 
ficials. 


The publication is divided into two sections. The first deals with the 
some 200 suggestions arising from the closed workshop sessions 
and later discussed in the plenary sessions. Problems of parole, 


probation, prevention, policing and Inuit concerns are highlighted. 


The second section, reporting on the Federal-Provincial Confer- 
ence, is concerned with guidelines for action to deal with the 
concerns aired in the workshops. 


A major decision arising from the meeting was to establish a 
Canadian Advisory Council on Native Peoples and the Criminal 
Justice System. This body would act as a consultative advisory 
group and as a Clearinghouse for further recommendations.

v Report of the Proceedings: National Workshop on Services to 
Crime Victims. March 23-25, 1980. Prepared by Richard Weiler 
(Cat. No.: JS22-59/1981E). 


This report summarizes the March, 1980 national workshop on 
services to crime victims which was sponsored by the Ministry of 
the Solicitor General. 


The workshop was prompted in part by concerns expressed at a 
federal-provincial conference of Ministers responsible for criminal 
justice. At that meeting, the issue of identifying and serving the 
needs of victims of crime was discussed. It was recognized that 
most of the system’s criminal justice acivity and energy is directed 
towards the offender, while little attention is paid to the needs of the 
victim. 


Selected Trends in Canadian Criminal Justice (Cat. No.: JS22- 
61/1981E). 


Co-ordinated by the Planning and Liaison Division, this publication 
provides an overview of a number of major trends related to the 
Canadian criminal justice system — trends in crime and its impact, 
trends in persons processed, trends in criminal justice expendi- 
tures and workloads, and trends in criminal justice research and 
public opinions, as well as a look at some possible developments 
over the next ten years. 


The information presented is intended to highlight some of the 


more significant and measurable developments in Canadian crimi- 
nal justice; the trends are truly “selected.”

45/1978) Bilingual. 


“For about fifteen years now, researchers in various disciplines 
have been intensely interested in the question of the economics of 
crime and the rationalization of criminal policy. The subject has 
given rise to a great many books, articles and conferences. How- 
ever, this mass of literature is scattered in specialized publications 
designed for particular groups. It was essential to assemble the 
information contained in these documents and to summarize the 
most representative, in order to furnish researchers and practition- 
ers with a basic reference work.” 


Community-based Preventive Policing: A Review. By David K. 
Wasson (Cat. No.: JS22-42/1977). 


“Some of the most recent literature on team policing in Canada, 
the United Kingdom, and the United States was reviewed. Very 
little rigorous evaluative data was available at the time of this 
review. However, team policing shows great promise as a means 
of providing a better level of service to the public. Improved job 
satisfaction for police officers, improved public attitudes towards 
the police and lower costs ail appear to be possible in a well- 
designed team policing program.” 


Community Program Evaluation: A Suggested Approach. By 
J.B. Cunningham, with the assistance of C.I. McInnes (Cat. No.: 
JS32-1/6). 


This monograph provides a detailed evaluation model for prog- 
rams designed to respond to the needs of various groups in the 
community. The use of this model is illustrated by the evaluation of 
a community policing program developed by a small police 
department. 


This report should be of interest to researchers and decision- 
makers such as city managers, police chiefs, community leaders 
or Program Proposal Review Board members, who evaluate the 
diverse components of the community programs they administer 
and who must allocate resources by choosing between various 
programs on the basis of their effectiveness in meeting the needs 
of the community. 
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Crime Prevention through Environmental Design: A Review. 
By Paul Stanley (Cat. No.:JS22-43/1977). 


“There is growing interest in the use of enviromental design to 
reduce the incidence of certain types of criminal activity. Crime 
prevention approaches based on attempts to identify social, 
psychological and economic origins of crime have failed to pro- 
duce significant practical results. The environmental design 
approach seems to offer the possibility of more or less immediate 
pay-offs in terms of crime reduction. It assumes that much criminal 
activity is impulsive — the result of opportunity rather than careful 
planning; by reducing opportunities, therefore, one reduces 
crime.” 


J Criminal Justice Research — A Selective Review (Cat. No.: 
JS22-63/1987E). 


These review papers have been written by Research Division 
personnel to inform policy makers about some of the more in- 
teresting and important criminal justice research done in recent 
years. 


/ Deterrence and the Death Penalty: A Critical Review of the 
Econometric Literature. By Robert G. Hann (Cat. No.: JS32- 
1/5). Published for the Ministry of the Solicitor General by Supply 
and Services Canada, 1977. Price: $2.50; other countries, $3.00. 


This critical study reveals that recent economic deterrence 
studies, which claim to prove that punishment does indeed deter 
crimes, suffer from serious theoretical, data-related and statistical 
shortcomings. 


Until the late 1960’s, the prevailing view in sociologically-based 
research circles was that an increase in the harshness of 
penalties, and certainly the resort to the death penalty, does not 
reduce crime. 


During the past decade, a number of new studies have been 
undertaken, in the main by economists, and using theoretical and 
statistical techniques markedly different from those used previ- 
ously. The studies, and especially those of Isaac Ehrlich, have 
been interpreted as “proving” that harsh penalties, including the 
death penalty, do deter crimes, including murder. 


This report concludes that the work of Ehrlich and other 
researchers does not meet generally accepted standards in the 
areas of behavioural theory, accuracy of data and statistical tech- 
niques. It is thus impossible to appeal to these works to justify the 
formulation of a deterrence policy. 
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v Diversion from the Juvenile Justice System and Its Impact on 
Children: A Review of the Literature. By Sharon Moyer (Cat. 
No.: JS22-54/1980E). 


This review of material up to 1975 summarizes and discusses 
research and commentary on: the agencies that traditionally scr- 
een young people to and from the Juvenile Justice System; and 
the ‘New Diversion” which is currently being proposed to supple- 
ment the exercise of discretion by formal and informal institutions. 
It is emphasized that informal decisions have always been an 
integral part of the community’s handling of delinquency, although 
the extent to which this discretion is exercised varies greatly by 
location. In the examination of the work in these areas, there is an 
attempt made to clarify how decisions to screen children from court 
intervention are being made now, and to consider the consequ- 
ences of altering these practices by the introduction of formal 
diversion. 


The final chapter of the review presents a series of questions 
directed towards Canadian policy makers and researchers con- 
cerned with delinquency and the implementation of juvenile diver- 
sion. Not only is it urged that Canadian research is essential, but 
also that careful attention must be paid to definitional issues and 
the specific objectives of diversion in this country. 


7 The Effects of Long-Term Incarceration And A Proposed 
Strategy for Future Research. By H. Bryan McKay, C.H.S. 
Jayewardene and Penny B. Reedie (Cat. No.: JS22-48/1979). 


This report, which will be of particular interest to researchers, 
reviews and assesses the literature relating to extended confine- 
ment, including non-correctional environments. 


The authors contend that the literature frequently confuses the 
sequence of causality with “effects.” These “effects,” for example 
social deprivation and loss of privacy, more appropriately repre- 
sent descriptions of the limiting conditions of extended incarcera- 
tion. Few strong and consistent relationships between periods of 
confinement and other factors are demonstrated, and this is, in 
part, attributed to a paucity of methodologically rigorous, con- 
ceptually sound, and systematic investigation undertaken in this 
area. Possible strategies for further research are discussed.

¥ Evaluation of the Canadian Gun Control Legislation. First 


Progress Report. By E. Scarff, T. Zaharchuk, T. Jacques and M. 
McAuley (Cat. No.: JS22-56/1987E). 


This is the first progress report of an on-going three year study to 
assess the effectiveness of the gun control provisions that were 
adopted by the Canadian Parliament in 1977. The object of the full 
study is to evaluate whether the law has promoted a reduction in 
criminal and other firearms incidents and to examine the 
implementation of the legislative and administrative provisions. 


This interim report describes the progress made during the first 
year of the study. It provides some preliminary findings and obser- 
vations based upon analysis of the data available up to and includ- 
ing 1979, the year in which all the provisions of the law came into 
full effect. 


/ Highlights of Federal Initiatives in Criminal Justice:

1966-1980. Prepared by Gerald Woods and Heather Sim (Cat. 
No.: JS22-62/1981E). 


This informative document provides brief descriptions of changes 
in the criminal law, policing, corrections, and after-care that were 
initiated by the federal government in cooperation with the pro- 
vinces and the voluntary organizations during the period 1966- 
1980. 


Operation Identification — A Police Prescriptive Package. By 
Ted Zaharchuk and Jennifer Lynch, 1977. 


This monograph describes the Operation Identification (IDENT) 
program of the Ottawa Police Force. The program consists of two 
aspects: inducing people to mark their household and commercial 
effects with some unique, traceable number; and conspicuously 
displaying window and door decals to identify participants. 


It should deter potential offenders, improve the chances of ap- 
prehension through anti-fencing operations, facilitate the efficient 
return of stolen property, and assist in the identification of property 
in court proceedings. 
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Policing in Canada: A Bibliography. By Clifford D. Shearing & F. 
Jennifer Lynch, with the assistance of Laurie Bryant & Michael 


Chandler (Cat. No.: JS22-51/1979). Bilingual. 


For many years, researchers, police personnel, and others in- 
terested in the field of policing in Canada, have been frustrated by 
the difficulty in locating relevant materials and discovering who 
was actively working in this area. This bibliography constitutes an 
initial step towards the solution of this problem. 


This bibliography contains most of the published and accessible 
unpublished information on research projects, reports, books and 
articles relevant to policing in Canada. It covers the following 
topics: administration; community relations; education; personnel 
selection and training; history; private policing; and the police role, 
functions, duties and powers generally and specifically in the 
areas of arrest, discretion and youth. 


This reference work will be of particular interest to the police and 
research communities. 


Questions and Answers Relating to the Capital 
Punishment issue 


Acompendium consisting of 67 topics surrounding the question of 
Capital Punishment. Contentious issues, such as the retention 
versus abolition debate, are dealt with by providing summaries of 
the various findings of criminologists and social scientists. The 
range of topics covered is wide — the United Nations position on 
Capital Punishment, the figures for occupational risk among police 
compared to other sectors, the history of errors in hanging, etc.

A Rape Bibliography with Special Emphasis on Rape 
Research in Canada. By Lorenne M.G. Clark and Simon Arm- 
strong (Cat. No.: JS 22-50/1979). Bilingual. 


This bibliography presents and reviews the literature on rape to 
1976. It supplements and updates previous work undertaken in the 
United States, and has an additional section on “rape research in 
Canada”. It was undertaken to meet the need for a systematic 
guide to research which had been done in this field and thus aid in 
the development of rape research in Canada. 
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J Report of the Proceedings: Workshop on Police Productivity 
and Performance. Edited by Peter Engstad and Michéle Lioy 
(Cat. No.: JS 22-52/1980E). 


The Research Division of the Ministry of the Solicitor General of 
Canada, in collaboration with the Canadian Association of Chiefs 
of Police and the R.C.M. Police, held a workshop on police pro- 
ductivity and performance. 


During the two days, police and research experts from the U.K., 
U.S.A., and Canada shared their research findings concerning 
the conceptualization and measurement of police productivity and 
discussed their experiences. Key philosophical, political, policy 
and operational concerns facing police departments seeking to 
maximize department productivity, the performance of individual 
members and public satisfaction with the delivery of police 
services in their communities were examined. 


The proceedings of the workshop contain all papers prepared in 
advance for presentation at the workshop as well as the summary 
of the question periods and the small group discussions. 


This document is a significant contribution to the Canadian litera- 
ture on police productivity and will be of interest to all police 
departments interested in developing new means of measuring 
productivity and police productivity programs. 


/ Self-Evaluation in Community-Based Residential Centres. 
Vol. I: Guide. Vol. ll: Prospects and Pitfalls. By Sharon Moyer 
with S.B. Harris (Cat. No.: JS42-5/1978-1 and JS42-5/1978-2). 


Volume I, the Guide, is the final version of a presentation which 
was given by the authors to over two dozen community-based 
residential centres participating in the project on self-evaluation. It 
is intended to form an introduction to the concepts and procedures 
that are necessary if an agency is to assess its activities in an 
ongoing and systematic fashion. 


Volume II describes the methodology used to create the Guide and 
presents the authors’ comments and observations on the prog- 
rams and policies of half-way houses in Canada. 
/ Services to Victims and Witnesses of Crime in Canada. By 
Geoff Norquay and Richard Weiler (Cat. No.: JS22-60/1981E). 


This report identifies the different services which exist in Canada to 
assist victims and witnesses of crime. It also contains a general 
overview of related developments in other countries and proposes 
ways in which such services might be improved in Canada.

I< Study of Police Management Information Systems. By T.M. 
Zaharchuk, R.M. Atcheson, C.D. Shearing, R.G. Hann and J. 
Palmer (Cat. No.: JS22-58/1981E). 


This monograph provides an overview of a five volume study on 
Management Information Systems (MIS) which had as its objec- 
tive the formulation of a general catalogue of procedures to assist 
Canadian municipal police forces who wish to develop improved 
Management Information Systems. By using computer technology 
and associated procedures to capture, store, and display informa- 
tion, both the efficacy with which information is processed and the 
effectiveness with which it is used by police officers can be greatly 
improved. 


Together with the highlights of the over-all study, this document 
provides an extensive bibliography on the various aspects of Man- 
agement Information Systems. This summary document will be a 
useful reference tool for all the police departments which are 
interested in developments and the state of the art of MIS in 
Canada. 
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o\ The Female Offender: A Statistical Perspective. By Susan G.

The report of the National Advisory Committee on the Female 
Offender (1977) noted “severe shortcomings encountered with 
statistics at present available on females in conflict with the crimi- 
nal justice system”. 


This report provides a comprehensive description of the female 
offender and the extent and nature of offences committed by her. 
The first section discusses the theoretical framework of female 
criminality through a review of the pertinent literature and a sum- 
mary of the Canadian experience. Section II examines the situa- 
tion of female offenders as revealed through the police, court and 
correction institution stages, while Section Ill provides a synthesis 
of the information contained in the previous section. 


Guide to Statistics on Native Offenders. By M.A. Rahim, 1977. 


This report brings together in a single work sources of information 
useful to future researchers in their studies of all aspects of crimi- 
nal justice as it relates to native people. (It should be noted that this 
report presents only the sources of existing data and not the data 
itself.) 


It describes various studies in progress by federal departments 
and private organizations, a list of studies conducted in the recent 
past with a brief note on their aims and content, and a list of 
published works on the subject. 


Incarceration as a Sentencing Disposition. By R. Lorcan 
Scanlon and R.J.G. Beattie, 1979. 


This paper proposes to calculate incarceration rates using flow 
statistics, while restricting the population concerned to those 
persons found guilty by the courts. It also introduces the idea of an 
offence-specific rate so that the incarceration rate is calculated as 
the proportion of those convicted of a particular offence who were 
sentenced to a term of incarceration. 
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Patterns of Delinquency and Police Action in the Major 
Metropolitan Areas of Canada During the Month of December 
1976. By Dennis Conly, 1978. 


The results of the 1976 Statistics Canada survey on juvenile 
delinquency and police action provide the basis for this study. One 
section contains a descriptive analysis of juvenile crime in 


‘metropolitan areas of Canada. Another describes police action 


against alleged juvenile offenders with whom they came in contact 
during the month studied. A third section goes beyond the data 
gathered by the Statistics Canada survey to examine the 
structures and procedures used to deal with juvenile offenders in 
the police departments of twenty-three metropolitan areas. 


A final section departs from the purely descriptive approach to 
analyze the selective methods available to the police. A typology of 
juvenile officers in the metropolitan areas of Canada is given, and 
the conflict between the discretionary powers of the police and 
diversion is studied. 


Some Selected Statistics on Homicide and Other Violent 
Crime in Canada. By Phyllis Doherty and Renée Joyal, 1979. 


The authors of this report attempt to answer questions about 
violence in Canadian society, with particular reference to 
homicide. 


The report is in question-and-answer form. It provides details on 
the number of persons who commit violent crimes, the distribution 
of alleged murderers according to age, sex, the circumstances of 
the crime and the method used; it also includes statistics on the 
number of police officers and prison guards murdered. Additional 
data is presented on the penal system: the number of persons sent 
to penitentiary for murder and other violent crimes, length of sent- 
ence, the number of murderers who have escaped from 
penitentiaries and the causes of deaths in these institutions.

f= Unemployment and Crime: A Critique of Methodology. By R. 
Grainger, 1980. 


This report reviews certain studies which establish a link between 
unemployment and crime, and evaluates the methodologies used 
and conclusions drawn. 


The author distinguishes between two types of analysis — the 
individual and aggregate methods. In the individual method, the 
unit of observation consists of individuals who may be combined 
into groups for the purpose of analysis; in aggregate analysis the 
unit of observation is a collection of persons that cannot be 
subdivided. 


Regarding aggregate analysis, the author concludes that his criti- 
cal review shows there is no appreciable or valid evidence of a 
significant relationship between unemployment and crime. He 
recommends that aggregate research be stopped unless dramatic 
and potentially productive innovations occur in both the 
methodologies employed and the proposed theoretical structures. 
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
